Several very important 
matters were discussed and decided 
at this adjourned meeting, The city 
commissioners gave as comprehensive 
a statement as possible regarding the 
amowit already expended, and the 
amount yet te be used in street pav- 
ing and the laying of the street car 
lines.

“IT hope I have made this matter 
sufficiently clear, and if there is any 
point I have not cleared up to the 
satisfaction of hon. members [ will 
be pleased to endeavor to do so to 
the best of my ability with the in- 
formation [I have at my disposal at 
the present time. 

“T think: it is a splendid thing fot

Management by Department. 


“Just a word as to the management 
of this system. It is thought at the 
present stage of its development it 
can be more cheaply and efficiently 
conducted with the organization we 
have already got together under the 
direction. ofthe department that 1 
have charge of. After the system has 
been completed and it has got into a 
more settied state than it is at pres- 
ent, if then the people of the province 
ceem it better that it should be

j}management, no evils had crept in, 


but for fear that evils or something 
should develop that was not des‘rable 
the question was submitted to the 
people and by a vote they decided to 
place the management of the railways 
under a commission, This was fixed 
for five years. It was put’ in the 
hands of & commission in sueh a way 
that it could not be heanged for five 
years.’ At the end of five years diesat- 
isfaction had been expressed in the 
management of the road under a com- 
mission, and another plebiscite was 
taken and the people voted that it be 
placed where it was before, under the 
management of the government, 

Commission Less Directly Responsible 

“Changing our form of mangement 
would not alter conditions. Evils that 
are the result of a direlection of duty 
can only be remedied by the recogni- 
tion and performance of the duty that 
has been neglected or shirked. I be- 
lieve, sir, that the government of Al- 
berta is just as competent to manage 
the telephone system as any commis- 
sion that the government might name. 
There is no doubt. that it is possible 
for evils to creep in, but there is ro 
reason’ why they should, and it is 
possible for the government to 80 
manage this utility that it will be 
managed vegy much more economic- 
ally than a commission would manage 
it, and more in ‘the interests of the 
people, and just as efficient. A com- 
mission would not be responsible to 
the people and would be more likely 
to become arbitrary in their methods 
of dealing with this business than the 
government would dare or would like- 
ly become, 

“IT may say, sir, that there has not 
been any suggestion anade by our 
friends that we should put the public 
works department under a comimis- 
sion, that is the work of the public 
works as regards building roads, 
bridges and publie buildings and other 
things in connection with the prov- 
ince, and J maintain, sir, that the 
work this department is carrying on 
in connection with this part of the 
business of the province is just as dif- 
ficult and just as open to evil influ- 
ence, if you like to call it that; as 
would be the telephone business or 
any Other business that the govern- 
ment may be conducting. 

Secret of Business Success. 

“T might add, further, that Aus- 
tralia owned its railway system and 
for a number of years the system was 
not very efficient and did not pay. 
The government sent to Canada and 
secured a man from the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway, Mr, Thomas Tait. He 
went to that country and undertook 
the management of the government 
system with the result that it is now 
in good condition and is a paying en- 
terprise, 

“That is the secret of success in any 
business undertaking, whether by the 


/government or private enterprise, Its 


success depends largely on the man 
who is appointed to manage it, and 
governments are able to secure as 
competent men to manage their enter- 
prises as private companies can,

PEARCE'S GREAT PERFORMANCE 

One of the greatest feats in the history 
of Canadian athictics was 
week by Claude Pearce, the Trish-Cana- 
dian distance ranner, who ran’ from 
Hamilton to Toronto in a raging blizzard 
a distance of almost forty-five miles. 
Pearce left the Hamilton City Hall at 
10 o’clock in the morning and at 5.20 
the same evening he bounded up the 
ateps of the Toronto City Hall on the 
iump. He was not perceptibly fatigued, 
and «txted that he was ready to run an- 
other twenty miles if anrbody thought 
he was unequal to the task. 

Clad in a light sweater and short run- 
hing breeches, which barely covered his 
thighs, Pearce set out from Hamilton 
while people who had gathered to see the 
atart ridiculed the idea of his attempt- 
ing such a gigantic task as to cover the 
lonely lake shore road, with ita treacher- 
oun footing of enow-covered ice and deep 
ruts, Pearce was attended by Lou Marsh 
of the L.C.A.C., but the latter's bicycle 
broke down at Burlington, and the run- 
ner plodded on alone along the “bicak 
wind and enow-swept “road” which 
skirts the banks of Lake Ontario until 
Oakville was reached, at which point 
hie attendant caught up to him in a 
train, and Manager Flanagan of the 
Trish-Canadians met him with an auto- 
mobils, fully expecting to have to carry 
him home. Pearce would not listen to 
such a suggestion and Flanagan saw that 
he was quite fit and ready to finish with- 
out assistance. The mercury which re- 
gistered many points below freezing 
throughout the trip, was dropping rapid- 
ly and the runner donned some thin un- 
derwear at this point. He had his ankles 
and knees well plastered with vaseline 
which kept the joints from stiffening up 
in the cold. 

Pearce is not yet nineteen years of age 
but is big and very strong for his age. 
His performance is ¢ ‘triking example 
of what persistence wi, do. Last Au- 
gust he made his initial appearance as a 
runner, when he started § minutes ahead 
of Longboat in a five mile exhibition at 
Oakville Fair. When he had ran a 
short time Manager Flanagan said ; 
“Pearce you had better quit running. 
You are aot «a runner and nevey will be. 
If 1 were vou I would not attempt the 
job again.” Pearce resented the insinu- 
ation but said nothing, and resqlved to 
show his friends that he could run. He 
kept at work on the roads, and ran very 
well indeed in several races late in the 
fall and on New Year's day at Burling- 
ton. Pearce get« 4 cold medal and the 
Mulauesn cus for his great performance 
one which the peerless Tornmy Longboat 
failed to accomplish in November, when 
all the conditions were much better.

The total fines 
vealized amounted to $7,813. 
Liquor Laws Strict. 

The: regulations are especially strict 
with respect to the sale of liquor by un- 
licensed persons. The onus of proving 
the possession of a license is incumbent 
upon the defendant. Proof of the con- 
sumption “of liquor or its intended con- 
sumption and the illicit use of the same 
is held’ to be proved by the possession 
of liquor an the premises. Liquor is 
specified to comprehend all spirituous 
and malt liquors and all combination of 
liquors that contains more than 21 per 
cent. of proof spirits. 

Twenty-eight individuals were inter- 
dicted, and three persons convicted for 
supplying liquer to interdicts. 

During the last thtee months 6 hotel 
licenses have been suspended on acocunt 
of unsanitary and unclean conditions. 
These were Queen’s Hotel, Claresholm; 
Cogley and Royal Hotels, Taber; Cecil 
and James, Hardisty; Myrtle Hotel, 
Chipman.

Each dispensary. must aceording to 
this act be situated on a main street 
and have only one entranee with no 
interior communication with any other 
room or building save cellars or ware- 
houses.
